sending a ringing signal to the first subscriber unit responsive to the step of 
placing and retrieving text information, representing caller ID information of the first 
party, from a database stored in a network device responsive to the step of determining; 
converting the text information into symbols comprising phonemic, prosoidic, and 
spectral information, representing the caller ID information; 

encoding the symbols to send to the second subscriber unit over the second channel; 

receiving a request to route the telephone call to the second telephone 
subscriber unit responsive to the step of sending the ringing signal and stopping the 
sending of the ringing signal response to the step of receiving the request.
